Seeding Down to Grass.—No time should 
be lost in sowing grass seed after September 
comes in; in fact, on low, moist land it

seed in August ; but there is yet time for the 
grass to get a good start before cold weather 
sets in. The potato is one of the best crops 
to precede grass; the potatoes are harvested 
about the right time, and the ground in dig- 
ging them is stirred up so that when it is 
ploughed it is in an excellent condition to 
pulverize well. The time spent in thoroughly 
preparing the soil before the seed is sown is 
spent to good advantage. It isa mistake to 
sow grass seed on a hard, unploughed soil ;

RIPENING FRUIT. 


How to ripen each variety of fruit so as to 
bring it to its highest state of perfection, re- 
quires a full knowledge of the qualities of 
each fruit. Not only does each kind of fruit 
have its peculiar characteristics, but each va- 
riety of every kind also has particular quali- 
ties of its own ; while a Bartlett or a Cush- 
ing pear will eat very well if permitted to 
ripen on the tree, a Jargonelle or a Clapp’s 
Favorite will be entirely worthless if per- 
mitted to remain on the tree until mellow ; 
and if gathered at just the right time and 
kept in just the right place, unless eaten at 
just the right moment, it will decay at the 
core and be unfit to eat, while a Bartlett 
ora Seokle will be in excellent condition to} 
eat for at least a week. 

To properly ripen winter fruit is even more 
difficult than to ripen summer or autumn fruit 
If it be gathered too early it fails to ripen so 
as to secure the highest flavor, and if left on 
the trees too late in the season, it ripens pre-

CODLIN MOTH CRAWLING DOWN- 
WARDS. 


I have noticed, in watching the codlin 
moth, that simply gathering up the fallen 
fruit will not effectually stop the pest. The 
worm often leaves the fruit before it fails and 
crawls down the tree to find a place to hide 
and soon goes into the pupa state. The bur- 
lop wrapper, if left loose at the upper edge, 
will furnish a good hiding place, and by ex- 
amining it often you will find the worms se- 
creted there. 

I hage picked all the apples that I noticed 
damaged, and even then failed to find worms 
in all of them—the worms having left. By 
gathering all you can see off of the tree, by 
picking up those that drop off, and putti 
the band on the tree, and examining bot 
above and below the string that you tie it on 
with, you may secure the pest. I also think 
if h could be put in the orchard they 
would destroy many, and tramp and root the

bor, except where the trees are old and 
full of rough bark. In that case the bark 
should be scraped off thoroughly, and then 
tie on the wrapper. f 

One of my neighbors—Mr. Thomas Walsh— 
has a few old trees which he treated in this 
manner, also cleaning away around the trunk 
at the surface of the ground, and then put on 
wrappers tied with bale rope, and in this 
manner catches many of them.

The fourth annual meeting of the Ameri- | 
can Forestry Congress will be held in Bos- | 
ton, beginning on September 22 proximo, un- 
| der the auspices of the Massachusetts Horti- 
cultural Society in conjunction with the New 
England Agricultural Society, the Massachu- 
setts Board of Agriculture and the Society 
for the Promotion of Agriculture. The ses- | 
sious will be held in Horticultural Hall, and | 
a number of interesting papers will be read, 
various excursions will be made and an ex- 
hibition of rare woods will be given. The 
local arrangements are in the hands of a 
committee of which Mr. Wm. C. Strong of 
the Horticultural Society is Chairman.
